BUREAU OF FOREIGN AND 
DOMESTIC COMMERCE ExX- 
TENDS COOPERATION TO 
IMPORTERS 


(Special to the Bulletin) 





An announcement has been definitely con- 
firmed, but not yet released to the general 
public, that the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of Com- 
merce, has sent a notice to its district of- 
fices that since the Reciprocal Tariff Act 
gives recognition to the fundamental prin- 
ciple that imports into this country are, 
more than ever before, a vital factor in our 
country’s trade, the Bureau has therefore 
found it necessary to revise its policies 
and to extend cooperation to importers. 

Under this new policy, the. Bureau will 
actively foster the true inter-change of 
goods between this nation and foreign na- 
tions, and that information to importers 
will hereafter be given by the Bureau. 


Foreign offices of the Bureau have been 
instructed to cooperate fully with this new 
policy and to make reports to Washington 
regarding factors affecting production and 
exportation to the United States of com- 
modities produced in foreign countries. 
Information so received will be given by 
the Bureau and its field offices to importers 
applying. The trade list, and names of 
foreign producers and sellers will be fur- 
nished American importers, the same as 
heretofore offered exporters, at nominal 
fees. 

Should importers seek material not on 
file with the Bureau, and should such in- 
quiries be of universal benefit to others, 
it will be referred to foreign offices for 
research and reply. 

This is very important news to im- 
porters. We have always advocated that 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce should cooperate equally with im- 
porters as well as exporters, and naturally, 
we are very pleased that this new policy 
has been finally adopted.

NOT TOO SWEET, PLEASE! 


That Is what Uncle Sam has just said to 
sugar farmers in the recent sugar act. 
It seems we were getting too sweet as pro- 
ducers and not sweet enough as consumers. 
In fact, the whole sugar problem had be- 
come a very sticky business. Beet and 
cane sugar farmers were threatened with 
distress by a collapse in sugar prices. Be- 
cause of our tariff, Cuba was losing her 
chief market for sugar and farmers could 
no longer sell their products to Cuba. It 
was not a sweet picture. Here’s the story 
on how the AAA is tackling the problem. 

1. Asks farmers to adjust supply in re- 
turn for benefit payments. 

2. Levies a processing tax of % cent a 
pound to finance the program. 

3. Reduces the tariff on sugar from 
Cuba and other foreign countries % cent 
to balance the processing tax and avoid 
increased price to the consumer. 

4. Seeks to attain parity income for 
domestic producers. 

5. Seeks to improve labor conditions and 
regulate child labor. 


PURSER CLEARS HIS SHIP 
UNDER NEW MARINE LAW 


One of the first instances whereby a 
purser cleared a ship in the Port of New 
York under permission granted by new 
legislation enacted at the last session of 
Congress, was that of Purser Geoghegan 
of the Munson liner Pan America, who 
cleared the vessel at the United States 
Customs House. 

The new law, which makes the work of 
ship masters somewhat easier, permits li- 
censed deck officers or pursers to enter 
and clear vessels in the place of the master, 
who formerly had to give up considerable 
time journeying from his ship, often at a 
remote pier, to the Customs House at Bowl- 
ing Green. Although the big majority of 
masters had come to accept the visit to the 
Customs House as part of their regular 
duties they often found that it seriously 
interfered with other business ashore. 


COUNTERVAILING DUTIES 

It is provided in certain paragraphs of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, that should any 
other country impose a duty on an article 
coming from the United States that an 
equal duty shall be imposed on that article 
coming into the United States from such 
country. 





ITEMS 


NOTE.—\The Reciprocal Tariff Bill, 
recently signed by the President, in Sec- 
tion 2, repeals the provisions in the Tariff 
Act of 1930 covering Countervailing Du- 
ties, making it no longer necessary to 
follow the duties imposed by foreign 
countries. 


SPECIAL ADVISER TO 
SECRETARY OF STATE 


Henry F. Grady, a California trade spe- 
cialist and professor who has been advis- 
ing on trade problems in various capacities 
for many years, has recently been ap- 
pointed Special Adviser to the Secretary 
of State, with the special function of as- 
sisting in the carrying on of the work of 
trade bargaining under the new tariff law. 

Mr. Grady is 52 years old, a native of 
San Francisco and spent much of his time 
in foreign fields and at Washington.e He 
has been a frequent contributor to financial 
and business literature. 


PRESIDENT VETOES BILL TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE DIS- 
POSAL OF SMUGGLED 
MERCHANDISE 


President Roosevelt introduced an inno- 
vation in pocket veto practice when he 
made public his reasons for disapproving 
certain bills. 

Bill H. J. Res. 322, of interest to im- 
porters, was disapproved by the President 
for the following reason: 

H. J. Res. 322, to provide for the dis- 
posal of smuggled merchandise, to author- 
ize the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
quire imported articles to be marked in 
order that smuggled merchandise may be 
identified, and for other purposes. “This 
bill is disapproved at the urgent solicita- 
tion of the Treasury Department. The 
whole subject of the disposal of smuggled 
merchandise is being studied and it is 
hoped that a better method than the one 
provided in this bill can be evolved.” 


ORGANIZED IN PHIL- 
ADELPHIA

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CODE FOR IMPORTING TRADE APPROVED 


A Code of Fair Competition for the Importing Trade has been approved by the 
National Recovery Administration. It became effective July 30. 


This Code will govern approximately 1,100 importers not already operating under 
other approved codes, who do an annual business of about $760,000,000 and employ 
approximately 23,000 persons. Those representatives of the trade who asked for a code 
claimed to represent 75 per cent of the number and an equal per cent of the sales volume. 


Unlike most codes, which begin with the declaration that the purpose is “to effectu- 
ate the policies of Title I of the National Industrial Recovery Act—,” the code for the 
importers contains another paragraph, declaring the secondary purpose is “to afford 
the means of effective preparation and proper presentation of all relevant import 
factors, with reference to the possible application of the special provisions governing 
imported products, contained in Title I, Section 3 (e) of the Act.” 


The section of the Act referred to is that authorizing the President to have an 
investigation made by the United States Tariff Commission of complaints regarding 
imports considered to be endangering domestic production, and, if the results of the 
investigation warrants such action, to impose higher tariffs or to curtail the entry 
of such foreign products to such extent as may be necessary to prevent a code agree- 
ment made under the Title of the Act from becoming ineffective. 


In the importers code the Code Authority is empowered to represent any group 
of the trade or individual in the case of actions filed against them by domestic manu- 
facturers or others who desire protection from allegedly lower prices of imported 
products. “This,” said the Administrator in his letter to the President, informing 
him of his approval of the code, ‘‘seems to be a very desirable provision in that it will 
afford importers representation by a body which will be best able to gather and 
present the necessary facts in support of the importers’ position and may make it 
possible to handle such cases with greater dispatch.” 


It is provided in the code that the Code Authority shall have the power “to take 
any necessary action on formal request of any trade, group or individual governed 
by this code to protect them from actions filed under Title I, Section 3 (e) of the Act, 
or to represent them in any negotiations relevant to the importing trade, entered into 
with any department of the government, or with domestic producers, manufacturers 
or associations of the same, expenses incurred thereby to be for account of the parties 
directly interested.” 


This code, which is described as a general code, provides for supplemental codes, 
should such divisional codes be approved. In setting up the genera] importers Code 
Authority there will be represented three major sections—crude and semi-finished 
materials, food products, and manufactured goods ready for resale. Until the gen- 
eral Code Authority is elected the Central N.R.A. committee for import trade codes 
will act as the general Code Authority. 


Provision is made for setting up an industrial relations committee with one repre- 
sentative of the employers, one representative of the employees, and an impartial 
chairman to be chosen by the other two representatives or, in the event of their failure 
to agree, to be chosen by the Administrator. 


Regarding the trade practice provisions the Administrator reported in letter to the 
President, they “are not in any respect objectionable. Most of these trade practice 
provisions,” his letter continued, “are similar to the trade practice provisions con- 
tained in the code of fair competition for the wholesale trade. The provision pro- 
hibiting inaccurate labeling, branding and packing of goods is designed particularly 
to protect both domestic manufacturers and importers from any unfair advantage 
which might be gained by the misleading appearance of imported goods.” 


A 40-hour week is provided for in the code, but porters, engineers, firemen, elec- 
tricians, and outside installation and repair men may work 44 hours a week and 
watchmen 54 hours a week. Outside salesmen and employees engaged in executive, 
supervisory, professional or personal secretarial work, receiving $35 or more a week, 
are not limited by the hours provision. Under certain conditions an employee may 
be worked as many as eight hours in excess of the hours prescribed, but in such cases 
time and one-tird will be paid for the additional hours. 


Minimum rates of pay in cities of more than 500,000 population are fixed at $15 
a week, and at $14 a week in al] other places. A differential will be allowed in the 
South of $1 a week. Part time employees will be paid a minimum of 40 cents an hour, 
a slightly higher minimum rate than is provided for the full-time employees. 
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IMPORTANT NOTICE TO IMPORTERS, CUSTOM HOUSE 
BROKERS, ETC. 


There was held a special meeting recently in the office of the Collector of Customs, 
Port of New York, at which were present representatives of the Bureau of Customs, 
Treasury Department, Foreign Trade Statistics and Customs Statistics, Department 
of Commerce. The principal question discussed at this meeting was in respect to the 
defects and. inaccuracies found on import entries, withdrawal entries and export 
declarations, which should show the proper classifications and units of quantity for 
statistical purposes. 

We had been advised that this same condition exists more or less throughout the 
United States, and for that reason we believe this matter to be of national importance 
and therefore, are quoting a letter which was sent out by H. C. Stuart, assistant col- 
lector of the Port of New York:

TO IMPORTERS, CUSTOM HOUSE BROKERS, AND OTHERS CONCERNED 


In view of a communication received from the Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
Commerce, it becomes necessary at this time to call your attention to Article 1275 of 
the Customs Regulations of 1931, which provides for the proper classification of mer- 
chandise on import entries, withdrawal entries and export declarations for statistical 
purposes. 

Upon presentation of the facts it would appear that among those concerned many 
have shown great disregard in reference to a compliance with the above mentioned 
Article of the Customs Regulations. 

In order to facilitate the passing of entries, importers, brokers and others con- 
cerned are cautioned that preparation of entries must be made in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 1275 of the Customs Regulations of 1931, which provides as 
follows: 


_ ARTICLE 1275—ERRORS IN ENTRIES AND EXPORT DECLARATIONS 


(a) Collectors will make a preliminary examination of all import 
entries and export declarations presented. 

(b) If on examination any entries or declarations are found to be 
inaccurate or incomplete, either in the description of articles or in 
omitting to state proper quantities and values. or insertion of the 
intermediate country instead of the country of final destination, or 
containing any error apparent on the face of the entry or declaration, 
the correction thereof will be required before acceptance. 

Also note requirements of Articles 173(c) (T.D. 47088) and 293 
of C.R. 19381. 

Compliance with the requirements of Article 1275 and the classification of statisti- 
cal copies as provided in Schedule “A” will help reduce the number of entries that 
must otherwise be rejected by the Entry Division.

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PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION—EMBARGO “ij AP™is 
TO CUBA (T.D. 47160) 


Embargo On Exportation of Arms or Munitions of War to Cuba 


By THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
A PROCLAMATION 


Whereas section I of a joint resolution of Congress, entitled “Joint resolution to 
prohibit the exportation of arms or munitions of war from the United States to 
— countries, and for other purposes,” approved January 31, 1922, provides as 
ollows: 

“That whenever the President finds that in any American country, or in any 
country in which the United States exercises extraterritorial jurisdiction, conditions 
of domestic violence exist, which are or may be promoted by the use of arms or 
munitions of war procured from the United States, and makes proclamation thereof, 
it shall be unlawful to export, except under such limitations and exceptions as the 
President prescribes, any arms or munitions of war from any place in the United 
States to such country until otherwise ordered by the President or by Congress.”; 

And whereas it is provided by section II of the said joint resolution that— 

“Whoever exports any arms or munitions of war in violation of section I shall, 
on conviction, be punished by fine not exceeding $10,000, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding two years, or both.”; 

Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the United States of 
America, acting under and by virtue of the authority conferred in me by the said 
joint resolution of Congress, do hereby declare and proclaim that I have found that 
there exist in Cuba such conditions of domestic violence which are or may be pro- 
moted by the use of arms or munitions of war procured from the United States 
as contemplated by the said joint resolution; and I do hereby admonish all 
citizens of the United States and every person to abstain from every violation of 
the provisions of the joint resolution above set forth, hereby made applicable to 
Cuba, and I do hereby warn them that all violations of such provisions will be 
rigorously prosecuted. 

And I do hereby enjoin upon all officers of the United States, charged with the 
execution of the laws thereof, the utmost diligence in preventing violations of the 
said joint resolution and this my proclamation issued thereunder, and in brirging to 
trial and punishment any offenders against the same. 

And I do hereby delegate to the Secretary of State the power of prescribing 
exceptions and limitations to the application of the said joint resolution of January 
31, 1922, as made effective by this my proclamation issued thereunder 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this twenty-ninth day of June, in the year of 
our Lord nineteen hundred and thirty-four, and of the Independence of the United 
States of America the one hundred and fifty-eighth. 


DUTY LEVIED ON COFFEE IMPORTED INTO PUERTO RICO 
HELD TO BE UNLAWFULLY ASSESSED (T.D. 47156) 


In a recent decision handed down by the United States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals, it was found that duty of 10 cents per pound levied and collected at the Port 
of San Juan, Puerto Rico, upon certain coffee exported from the United States in 1931 
was assessed by virtue of the provisions of Joint Resolution No. 59, adopted by the 
Legislature of Puerto Rico, approved by the Governor and section 319 of the Tariff 
“Act of 1930. 

The organic act establishing a civil government for Puerto Rico, which, for all 
practical purposes, is the constitution of the territory, prohibited the imposition of 
customs duties on merchandise brought into Puerto Rico from the United States at 
the time Joint Resolution No. 59 was adopted. Accordingly, the joint resolution was 
void for want of constitutional power to adopt it, and was not validated by a subsequent 
amendment to the Organic Act which did not ratify and confirm it, but merely author- 
ized the enactment of such legislation. 

For these reasons, the Court is of the opinion that the involved duties were unlaw- 
fully assessed. Accordingly, the judgment of the United States Customs Court is 
reversed, and the cause remanded for proceedings consistent with the views herein 
expressed. 
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FOREIGN-TRADE (FREE PORTS) ZONES BILL 


AN ACT To provide for the establishment, operation, and maintenance of foreign-trade 
zones in ports of entry of the United States, to expedite and encourage foreign 
commerce, and for other purposes. (H.R. 4322, approved June 18, 1934.) 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That when used in this Act— 

(a) The term “Secretary” means the Secretary of Commerce; 

(b) The term “Board” means the Board which is hereby established to carry out 
the provisions of this Act. The Board shall consist of the Secretary of Commerce, who 
shall be chairman and executive officer of the board, the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the Secretary of War; 

(e) The term “State” includes any State, the District of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and Puerto Rico; 

(d) The term “corporation” means a public corporation and a private corporation, 
as defined in this Act; 

(e) The term “public corporation” means a State, political subdivision thereof, a 
municipality, a public agency of a State, political subdivision thereof, or municipality, or 
a corporate municipal instrumentality of one or more States; 

(ft) The term “private corporation” means any corporation (other than a_ public 
corporation) which is organized for the purpose of establishing, operating, and_main- 
taining a foreign-trade zone and which 1s chartered under special Act enacted after 
the date of enactment of this Act of the State or States within which it is to operate 
such zone; 

(gs) The term “applicant” means a corporation applying for the right to establish, 
uperate, and maintain a foreign-trade zone; 

(h) The term “grantee” means a corporation to which the privilege of establishing, 
operating, and maintaining a foreign-trade zone has been granted; 

(i) The term “zone” means 2a “foreign-trade zone” as provided in this Act. 

See. 2. (a) The Board is hereby authorized, subject to the conditions and restric- 
tions of this Act and of the rules and regulations made thereunder, upon application as 
hereinafter provided, to grant to corporations the privilege of establishing, operating, 
and maintaining foreign-trade zones in or adjacent to ports of entry under the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 

(b>) Each port of entry shall be entitled to at least one zone, but when a port of 
entry is located within the confines of more than one State such port of entry shall be 
entitled to a zone in each of such States, and when two cities separated by water are 
embraced in one port of entry, a zone may be authorized in each of said cities or in 
territory adjacent thereto. Zones in addition to those to which a port of entry is entitled 
shall be authorized only if the Board finds that existing or authorized zones will not 
adequately serve the convenience of commerce. 

(ec) In granting applications preference shall be given to publie corporations. 

(d) In case of any State in which harbor facilities of any port of entry are owned 
und controlled by the State and in which State harbor facilities of any other port of 
entry are owned and controlled by a municipality, the Board shall not grant an application 
by any public corporation for the establishment of any zone in such State, unless such 
application has been authorized by an Act of the legislature of such State (enacted after 
the date of enactment of this Act). 

See. 3. Foreign and domestic merchandise of every description, except such as is 
prohibited by law, may, without being subject to the customs laws of the United States, 
except as otherwise provided in this Act, be brought into a zone and may not be manu- 
tactured or exhibited in such zone but may be stored, broken up, repacked, assembled, 
distributed, sorted, graded, cleaned, mixed with foreign or domestic merchandise, or 
otherwise manipulated, and be exported, and foreign merchandise may be sent into 
customs territory of the United States therefrom, in the original package or otherwise; 
but when foreign merchandise is so sent from a zone into customs territory of the 
United States it shall be subject to the laws and regulations of the United States affecting 
imported merchandise: Provided, That when the privilege shall be requested the collector of 
customs shall supervise the unlading of foreign merchandise in the zone, cause such 
merchandise or any portion thereof to be appraised and the duties liquidated thereon. 
Thereafter it may be stored or manipulated under the supervision and regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, and within two years after such unlading 
such merchandise, whether mixed with domestic merchandise or not, may be sent into 
customs territory upon the payment of such liquidated duties thereon; and if not so sent 
into customs territory within such period of two years such merchandise shall be disposed 
of under rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury and out of 
the proceeds the duties shall be paid and the remainder, if any, shall be delivered to the 
owners of the property: Provided further, That subject to suci regulations respecting 
identity and the safeguarding of the revenue as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
deem necessary, articles the growth. product, or manufacture of the United States, and 
articles previously imported on which duty has been paid, or which have been admitted 
free of duty, may be taken into a zone from the customs territory of the United States, 
and may be brought back thereto free of duty, whether or not thev have been combined 
with or made part, while in such zone, of other articles: Provided, That if in the opinion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury their identity has not been lost such articles not 
entitled to free entry by reason of noncompliance with the requirements made hereunder 
bv the Secretary of the Treasury shall be treated when they reenter the customs territory 
of the United States as foreign merchandise under the provisions of the tariff laws in 
force at that time. 

See. 4. The Secretary of the Treasury shall assign to the zone the necessary customs 
officers and guards to protect the revenue and to provide for the admission of foreign 
merchandise into customs territory. 

See. 5. Vessels entering or leaving a zone shall be subject to the operation of all the 
laws of the United States, except as otherwise provided in this Act. and vessels leaving 
a zone and arriving in customs territory of the United States shall be subject to such 
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regulations to protect the revenue as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed in any manner so as to permit vessels under 
foreign flags to carry goods or merchandise shipped from one foreign trade zone to 
another zone or port in the protected coastwise trade of the United States. 

See. 6. (a) Each application shall state in detail— ] 

(1) The location and qualifications of the area in which it is proposed to establish 
a zone, showing (A) the land and water or land or water area or land area alone if the 
application is for its establishment in or adjacent to an interior port; (B) the means of 
segregation from customs territory; (C) the fitness of the area for a zone; and (D) the 
possibilities of expansion of the zone area; 

(2) The facilities and appurtenances which it is proposed to provide and the prelimi- 
nary plans and estimate of the cost thereof, and the existing facilities and appurtenances 
which it is proposed to utilize; 

(3) The time within which the applicant proposes to commence and complete the 
construction of the zone and facilities and appurtenances; 

4) The methods proposed to finance the undertaking; 

(5) Such other information as the Board may require. 

(b) The Board may upon its own initiative or upon request permit the amendment 
of the application. Any expansion of the area of an established zone shall be made and 
approved in the same manner as an original application. 

Sec. 7. If the Board finds that the proposed plans and location are suitable for the 
accomplishing of the purpose of a foreign trade zone under this Act, and that the 
facilities and appurtenances which it is proposed to provide are sufficient it shall make 
the grant. 

See. 8. The Board shall prescribe such rules and regulations not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act or the rules and regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury made 
hereunder and as may be necessary to carry out this Act. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall cooperate with the State, subdivision, and municipality in 
which the zone is located in the exercise of their police, sanitary, and other powers in 
and in connection with the free zone. It shall also cooperate with the United States 
Customs Service, the Post Office Department, the Public Health Service, the Bureau of 
Immigration, and such other Federal agencies as have jurisdiction in ports of entry 
described in section 2. 

See. 10. For the purpose of facilitating the investigations of the Board and its work 
in the granting of the privilege, in the establishment, operation, and maintenance of a 
zone, the President may direct the execuiive departments and other establishments of the 
Government to cooperate with the Board, and for such purpose each of the several depart- 
ments and establishments is authorized, upon direction of the President, to furnish to 
the Board such records, papers, and information in their possession as may be required 
by him, and temporarily to. detail to the service of the Board such officers, experts, or 
engineers as may be necessary. 

Sec. 11. If the title to or right of user of any of the property to be included in a zone is 
in the United States, an agreement to use such property for zone purposes may be entered 
into between the grantee and the department or officer of the United States having control 
of the same, under such conditions, approved by the Board and such department or officer, 
as may be agreed upon. 

See. 12. Each grantee shall provide and maintain in connection with the zone— 

(a) Adequate slips, docks. wharves, warehouses, loading and unloading and mooring 
facilities where the zone is adjacent to water; or, in the case of an inland zone, adequate 
loading, unloading, and warehouse facilities; 

(b) Adequate transportation connections with the surrounding territory and with 
all parts of the United States, so arranged as to permit of proper guarding and inspection 
for the protection of the revenue; 

(ec) Adequate facilities for coal or other fuel and for light and power; 

(d) Adequate water and sewer mains; 

(e) Adequate quarters and facilities for the officers and employees of the United 
States, State, and municipality whose duties may require their presence within the zone; 

(ft) Adequate enclosures to segregate the zone from customs territory for protection 
of the revenue, together with suitable provisions for ingress and egress of persons, 
conveyances, vessels, and merchandise; 

(g) Such other facilities as may be required by the Board. 

_ See. 13. The grantee may, with the approval of the Board, and under reasonable and 
uniform regulations for like conditions and circumstances to be prescribed by it, permit 
other persons, firms, corporations, or associations to erect such buildings and other 
structures within the zone as will meet their particular requirements: Provided, That 
such permission shall not constitute a vested right as against the United States, nor 
interfere with the regulation of the grantee or the permitee by the United States, nor 
interfere with or complicate the revocation of the grant by the United States: And 
provided further, That in the event of the United States or the grantee desiring to acquire 
the property of the permitee no good will shall be considered as accruing from the 
privilege granted to the zone: And provided further, That such permits shall not be 
granted on terms that conflict with the public use of the zone as set forth in this Act. 

See. 14. Each zone shall be operated as a public utility, and all rates and charges 
for all services or privileges within the zone shall be fair and reasonable, and the grantee 
shall afford to all who may apply for the use of the zone and its facilities and appurte- 
nances uniform treatment under like conditions, subject to such treaties or commercial 
conventions as are now in force or may hereafter be made from time to time bv the 
United States with foreign governments and the cost of maintaining the additional 
customs service required under this Act shall be paid by the operator of the zone. 

, Sec. 15. (a) No person shal] be allowed to reside within the zone except Federal, 
State, or municipal officers =r agents whose resident presence is deemed necessary by 
the Board : ; 

(b) The Board shall prescribe rules and regulations regarding employees and other 
persons entering and leaving the zone. All rules and regulations concerning the 
protection of the revenue shall be approved by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
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(ec) The Board may at any time order the exclusion from the zone of any goods or 
process Ol treatment that in its judgment is detrimental to the public interest, health, 
or safety. : P 
. (d) No retail trade shall be conducted within the zone except under permits issued 
by the grantee and approved by the Board. Such permitees shall sell no goods except 
such domestic or duty-paid or duty-free goods as are brought into the zone from customs 
territory. : . 

See. 16. (2) The form and manner of keeping the accounts of each zone shall be 
prescribe . by the Board. 

(b) Each grantee shall make the Board annually, and at such other times as it may 
prescribe, reports containing a full statement of all the operations, receipts, and expendi- 
tures, and such other information as the Board may require. 

(e) The Board shall make a report to Congress on the first day of each regular 
session containing a summary of the operation and fiscal condition of each zone and 
transmit therewith copies of the annual report of each grantee. 

See. 17. The grant shall not be sold, conveyed, transferred. set over, or assigned. 

See. 18. (a) In the event of repeated willful violations of any of the provisions of 
this Act by the grantee, the Board may revoke the grant after four months’ notice to the 
grantee and affording it an opportunity to be heard. The testimony taken before the 
Board shall be reduced to writing and filed in the records of the Board together with 
the decision reached thereon. 

(b) In the conduct of any proceeding under this section for the revocation of a 
grant the Board may compel the attendance of witnesses and the giving of testimony and 
tne production of documentary evidence, and for such purpose may invoke the aid of 
the district courts of the United States. 

(ec) An order under the provisions of this section revoking the grant issued by the 
Board shall be final and conclusive, unless within ninety days after its service the grantee 
appeals to the circuit court of appeals for the circuit in which the zone is located by filing 
with the clerk of said court a written petition praying that the order of the Board be set 
aside. Such order shall be stayed pending the disposition of appellate proceedings by the 
eaurt. The clerk of the court in which such a petition is filed shall immediately cause 
a copy thereof to be delivered to the Board and it shall forthwith prepare, certify, and 
file in the court a full and accurate transcript of the record in the proceedings held before 
it under this section, the charges, the evidence, and the order revoking the grant. The 
testimony and evidence taken or submitted before the Board, duly certified and filed as 
a part of the record, shall be considered by the court as the evidence in the case. 

Sec. 19% In case of a violation of this Act, or any regulation under this Act, by the 
grantee, any officer, agent, or employee thereof responsible for or permitting any such 
violation shall be subject to a fine of not more than $1,000. Each day during which a 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

See. 20. If any provision of this Act or the application of such provision to certain 
circumstances be held invalid, the remainder of the Act and the application of such pro- 
visions to circumstances other than those as to which it is held invalid shall not be 
affected thereby. 

Sec. 21. The right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act is hereby reserved. 


FOREIGN TRADE ZONES (FREE PORTS) COMMITTEES 


The following three Cabinet officials were named as a committee to carry out 

the provisions of the Foreign Trade Zones Bill signed by the President on June 18, 
they in turn named their alternates, who will comprise an Interdepartmental or 
Subcommittee: 
_ Secretary of the Treasury, H. Morgenthau, Jr., alternate Mr. Eli Frank, General 
Counsel in the Customs Bureau; Secretary of War, George H. Dern, alternate Briga- 
dier General George B. Pillsbury, assistant Chief of the Corps of Engineers; Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Daniel C. Roper, alternate Dr. Claudius T. Murchison, Director 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce; Thomas E. Lyons, Acting Chief 
Transportation Division, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, was designated 
as secretary of the subcommittee. 

The first meeting of the subcommittee was held on July 12, under the Chairmanship 
of Claudius T. Murchison. It was decided that its first step would be to prepare and 
distribute appropriate literature, feeling that information of this type would facili- 
tate its work and be helpful to interested citizens and municipal authorities. The 
Committee hopes to have this information covering the following five broad fields 
available within the next two weeks: 

(1) Full explanation of the Law itself; 

(2) Description of the functions of the Foreign-Trade Zones; 
(3) Advice as to the manner of calculating cost and income; 
(4) Physical facilities required in the operation of the Zones; 
(5) Directions for submitting applications. 

Foreign trade, shipping and other experts in the employ of the three Depart- 
ments concerned will be called upon to expedite the preparation of this information. 

It was the consensus of opinion of the members of the Subcommittee that ports 
or other communities contemplating making application should first become thor- 
oughly familiar with the Law, consider its prohibition against manufacturing activities 
or the display of commodities within the Zones so as to avoid the making of heavy 
financial commitments which the value of the business may not justify. The Commit- 
tee decided that action on applications could not be taken before complete and detailed 
information from the applying ports is available and until the necessary rules and 
regulations are drawn up and approved.

“The Committee at this meeting adopted the following regulations for the guidance 
of persons desiring to present their views in connection with any proposed trade 


agreement: PUBLIC NOTICE 


FORM AND MANNER OF PRESENTING VIEWS IN CONNECTION WITH 
PROPOSED FOREIGN TRADE AGREEMENTS AND TIME LIMITS 
FOR SUCH PRESENTATION PRESCRIBED 


‘Pursuant to Section 4 of the Act of Congress approved June 12, 1934, entitled “An 
Act to Amend the Tariff Act of 1930” and Executive Order No. 6750 of June 2/, 1934, the 
following form, manner, and time limitations with respect to the presentation of in- 
formation and views by persons interested in the negotiation of any foreign trade agree- 
ment are prescribed; 

‘Form and Manner of Presentation. Information and views shall be presented to the 
Chairman, Committee for Reciprocity Information, United States Tariff Commission, 
Washington, D. C., in the form of written statements. Such statements shall be duly 
sworn to and shall be either typewritten or printed. In sextuplet, and each of the six 
copies shall be legible. If the statements relate to duties or other trade restrictions 
affecting more than one product, each product must be treated separately and statements 
with respect to each product shall begin on a separate page. 

‘Supplementary Oral Presentation. Supplementary views may be presented orally 
only upon application to the Chairman and after written statements have been submitted 
in proper form. Such application may be made in writing to the Chairman and shall 
set forth concisely the reasons therefor. Also the application shall state whether it is 
desired to present supplementary information and views concerning tariffs or other trade 
restrictions of the foreign country with respect to which the Secretary of State has given 
public notice of intention to negotiate a foreign trade agreement or concerning tariffs 
or other trade restrictions of the United States. The Committee will consider the ap- 
plication and inform the applicant whether or not it is approved. 

‘Oral statements shall be made under oath. 

‘Any oral presentation of views hereunder shall not be in the nature of a _ public 
hearing. 

‘Time Limitations. The time limits within which information and views in writing 
and applications for supplemental oral presentation of views shall be submitted, as well 
as the time for supplemental oral presentation of information and views, will be pre- 
scribed by the Committee in connection with each proposed foreign trade agreement, 
and will be made public in behalf of the Committee by the Secretary of State simul- 
taneously with his notice of the intention to negotiate each proposed agreement.’ 


FOREIGN TRADE AGREEMENT NEGOTIATIONS WITH CUBA 


The State Department on July 3, gave notice of intention to negotiate a foreign 
trade agreement with the Government of the Republic of Cuba which reads as follows: 

“Pursuant to Section 4 of an Act of Congress approved June 12, 1934, entitled ‘An Act to 
Amend the Tariff Act of 1930’ and Executive Order No. 6750 of June 27, 1934, I hereby give 
notice of intention to negotiate a foreign trade agreement with the Government of the Republic 
of Cuba.” 
f “The Committee for Reciprocity Information has prescribed that all information 
and views in writing and all applications for supplemental oral presentation of views 
shall be submitted to the Chairman of said Committee, care of the United States Tariff 
Commission, not later than twelve o’clock, noon, July 21, 1934. Oral presentation of 
views by persons whose applications therefor have been approved will be heard July 
23, 1934

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PLUMAGE OF 
Page 1310 CERTAIN SPECIES OF BIRDS 


Article 623 (e) is amended to read as follows: 

As the plumage of certain species of birds, viz, the rhea, the ringnecked pheasant, 
the so-called “Mongolian pheasant”, the mallard duck, and the muscovy duck, may be 
obtained from either wild or domesticated birds, such plumage should be admitted only 
upon the presentation of satisfactory evidence that it was in fact taken from domesticated 
birds. As the English pheasant and the Indian peacock are considered to be domesticated 
birds, the feathers of such birds do not constitute prohibited merchandise. [T. D. 47127.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—GOLD AND SILVER 
Page 1485 REPORTS 


Article 1277, requiring reports te the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce as 
to imports and exports of Gold and Silver is deleted. 

Hereafter statistics as to imports and exports of Gold and Silver will be tabulated 
by the Department of Commerce in the same manner as statistics regarding imports and 
exports of other merchandise instead of by Collectors of Customs. 

In accepting entry papers of export declarations covering Gold and Silver, Collectors 
shall see that the quantities are stated in terms of fine ounces, such quantities to be 
estimated as accurately as possible when not exactly known, and the value to be used 
in the rates of an importation or an exportation shall be the invoice value at the port of 
exportation. 


AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED—PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 
(T.D. 47146) 


Fuel and road oils derived abroad from exported crude petroleum of American 
origin are not entitled to free entry under par. 1614. 

In a Bureau’s letter of August 10, 1933, it was held that certain road and fuel oils 
derived from American petroleum in Canada by a process of elimination and segre- 
gation were not new products of Canadian manufacture, and might be returned to 
the United States free of duty, under paragraph 1615 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

After careful consideration the Bureau is now of the opinion that the fuel and 
road oils are not the commodities exported, but new articles produced in Canada, 
differing from the exported crude petroleum in quality, commercial designation, and 
use, and therefore a product of Canada. 

They are therefore classifiable under paragraph 1733 and subject to the import 
tax under paragraph 601 (c) (4) of the Revenue Act of 1932. This decision should 
be applied to such merchandise imported after August 4, 1934. 


TEMPORARY FREE IMPORTATIONS UNDER BOND 

Several cases have recently come to the attention of the Bureau in which import- 
ers have obtained the admission of articles under Section 308 of the Tariff Act 
by filing an affidavit that the articles were not imported for sale or sale on approval, 
when they were in fact being imported for one or the other of these purposes. 

Attention is invited to the fact that the entering of articles under Section 308 
by means of fraudulent or false affidavits subjects the articles to forfeiture under 
the provisions of Section 592, Tariff Act of 1930.

NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or 
in the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavor- 
ing extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with 
the use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for 
vessels manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax

DRAWBACK ON EXPORTATION OF WHISKY—REFUSED 


The United States Customs Court in a 
recent decision (T.D.47132) denied the pro- 
test of an importer of 638 cases of Scotch 
Whisky, who appealed to the Court against 
the decision of the Collector of Customs, 
who denied him drawback on the exporta- 
tion of the whisky. The importation was 
made during 1920, duties were paid and 
goods was warehoused, but not withdrawn 
during the 3-year period. The delay in ex- 
portation was blamed by the importer on 
the Prohibition Bureau for their delay in 








issuing the necessary permits until they 
were satisfied that the ultimate use of the 
liquor would be for non-beverage purposes.

RED CEDAR SHINGLES 

No action under Section 3 (e), but by agreement imports from Canada are to be 
limited to an amount equal to 25 per cent of domestic consumption as estimated for 
stated intervals for the domestic industry by the code authority. Each shipment of 
shingles of number one grade will be certified as being of that grade and conforming 
to the standards promulgated by the U. S. Department of Commerce; all other will be 
‘marked to indicate their grade; and so long as the system of cost-protection prices is 
maintained by the domestic industry, each import invoice will show the price and 
terms of sale. 

We have been asked, “How are imports to be controlled under Section 3(e), par- 
ticularly where import quotas are established?” 

The Bureau of Customs has answered as follows: “The only case so far in which 
the President has directed action under Section 3(e) concerns the importation of cot- 
‘ton rugs from Japan. The Bureau of Customs has received no instructions concerning 
restrictions upon imports of Japanese rugs as a result of the President’s order and 
it is understood, informally, that the limiting of importations is to be controlled entirely 
through the medium of agreements with the Japanese exporters of such merchandise.” 


COTTON RUGS—DATE OF IMPORTATION 

In reply to many inquiries received by the Bureau from Pacific Coast ports 
effected by the longshoremen’s strike as to the date the fees recently imposed by 
the President under Section 3 (e) N.I.R.A. would become effective on Cotton Rugs 
that could not be unladen due to the strike, the Bureau has ruled the fees will be 
collected and paid on the entry for consumption or withdrawal from warehouse for 
consumption of any of the rugs which are imported on or after June 10, 1934, in the 
case of cotton imitation oriental rugs, and on or after June 5, 1934, in the case of 
the other rugs. The date of importation will be determined in accordance with 
Article 280 of the Customs Regulations of 1931 as follows: 

“In the case of rugs imported by vessel, the date of importation is the date on 
— the vessel arrives within the limits of a port of entry with intent there to 
unlade. 

_ “When the vessel enters two or more United States ports of entry, the date of 
importation is the date of arrival of the vessel at the port at which the rugs are 
landed, unless it is clearly shown that there was an intent to unlade at a prior port. 
“The date of importation of rugs arriving otherwise than by vessel is the date on 
which the vehicle carrying the same arrives within the limits of the United States.”

The final findings of the Tariff Commission in investigations, for the purposes of 
section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, of alleged unfair methods of competition and 
unfair acts in the importation or sale of slide fasteners (zippers) and article 
containing such fasteners, and of parts or these slide fasteners have been approved by 
the President. At the same time he directed the Secretary of the Treasury to instruct 
customs officers to exclude from entry such slide fasteners and parts thereof as have 
been found to infringe each of several patents, except where the importations are maée 
under license of the registered owner of these patents. This, in effect, makes final the 
temporary orders of exclusion, except under bond, issued on August 18, 1932, and March 
2, 1933, in the case of slide fasteners and on May 10, 1933, in the case of parts of the 
fasteners. 

On complaint of the Hookless Fastener Company of Meadville, Pennsylvania, the 
Tariff Commission instituted the investigation with respect to slide fasteners. Several 
manufacturers of handbags and other articles containing slide fasteners intervened 
as parties complainant. During the course of this investigation, counsel for the 
the complainant brought to the attention of the Commission the fact that parts of the 
slide fasteners infringing their patents were being imported as a means of evading the 
temporary order of exclusion covering the complete slide fasteners and articles 
containing such fasteners. A supplementary investigation was then ordered of the 
alleged importation of the parts. The complaint in each case named certain importers 
in New York City and vicinity. In the case of the complete fasteners certain importers 
on the West Coast were also mentioned. 

Subsequent to the completion of the slide fastener investigation and the sending 
of the findings to parties of record there were filed in the Court of Customs Appeal,, 
in accordance with the provisions of the law, appeals by two of the respondents for} 
review of questions of law involved in the findings of the Commission. Last month 
that Court rendered an opinion affirming the Commission’s findings in that investi- 
gation. There was no appeal taken from the findings wih respect to parts of slide 
fasteners. Upon receiving the mandate from the Court that the slide fastener case was 
affirmed, a report in the two investigations was sent to the President. 

The slide fastener findings were the first to be appealed under section 337 of tht

34 | The Federal Alcohol Control Administration, announced that they have prescribed and 
y;| Promulgated a Revision of its Regulations Relating to Standards of Fill for Bottled 
a Distilled Spirits previously promulgated on June 6th last. 

Pursuant to the Joint Resolution of Congress approved by the President on June 
l8th last, the Treasury Department has recently prescribed Liquor Bottle Regulations 
regulating the purchase, sale, and use of liquor bottles and certain indicia to be blown 
thereon. These Liquor Bottle Regulations of the Treasury Department were promulgated 
after the FACA Regulations. 

_In order to promote the convenience of members of the industry and prevent hard- 
or Ships in connection with the industry's efforts to adjust itself to the liquor bottle re- 
gf quirements of the Government, the FACA has deemed it desirable to adjust the effective 

date of its regulations to the effective date of the Treasury Department regulations, 
ve hamely November 1. Except for a few purely minor alterations, this adjustment as to 
sf the effective dates is the sole change made by the FACA in its Revision of its Regula- 

tions Relating to Standards of Fill for Bottled Distilled Spirits.

PHILIPPINE SUGAR OVER QUOTA MAY BE 
RELEASED IN 1935 


Sugar shipments from the Philippine Islands, which do not come within the quo 
recently established for the 1934 calendar year and which are being placed in custom 








control or custody, may be released for marketing in the continental United Stats 
after Jan. 1, 1935, as a part of the total 1935 quota for the Philippines. The releas | 
of the surplus sugar after Jan. 1, 1935, as part of the total Philippine quota for 1935, 
or release of such sugars in case of increased consumption or increase of quota, wil | 
make it possible for the entire 1933-34 crop of Philippine sugar to enter the Unite 
States for consumption either in 1934 or 1935. The Philippine quota of 1,015,000 tox 
established under the Jones-Costigan Act was exceeded by June 21, 1934. Other sugar 
producing areas have not yet exceeded their quotas. 
RULING ON SUGAR QUOTAS 

Sugar produced outside the United States in areas whose quotas for shipment t 
this country have been filed, may now enter the continental United States for con. 
sumption if an equivalent amount of sugar already entered is turned over to the 





custody of any collector of customs, and if all the additional requirements in a ney 

order issued under the Agricultural Adjustment Act are complied with. 

The ruling requires that after the Secretary has determined that any quota of 
sugar allowed from an area outside the continental United States has been filled he} 
may authorize the collector of customs to permit sugar from such area to enter the 
ports of this country for consumption, providing an equivalent amount of sugar al- 
ready entered from such area within the quota is delivered to any collector of custom 
in substitution for it. The sugar thus substituted is to be held in customs custody until 
released by order of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

The ruling also provides that no order will be signed by the Secretary to permit 
the substitution of quota sugar for excess quota sugar unless all the following require 
ments are observed: 

1. An application must be filed showing the reasons for requesting the substitution 

2. Satisfactory proof must be furnished that the sugar tendered in substitution and, 

the sugar sought to be entered were produced in and brought from the same 
production area, and that the sugar thus substituted has the same _ weight 
translated into terms of sugar polarizing 96 degrees. 

3% The sugar must be owned or contracted for by the same person. 

4. The owner must agree that the substituted sugar shall be treated in the same 

manner as the sugar for which it was substituted would have been treated if 

the substitution had not been permitted. 

5% The owner must agree in writing to be fully responsible for all storage and other 
charges in connection with the retention of the substituted sugar while it is in 
customs custody or control. ; 

G If the sugar is not withdrawn and the account settled with the Bureau of 
Customs within one year from the date of its being tendered, the sugar shall be 
abandoned to the Government to be sold for what it will bring, and the surplus 
proceeds, after paying handling and storagé charges, will be paid to the owners 


BAG MANUFACTURERS TO GET REFUND ON COTTON TAX 

Secretary of Agriculture has signed a supplemental certificate, made necessary by 
an amendment to the Agricultural Adjustment Act, under which any tax paid under 
the Act on cotton used in the manufacture of large sized cotton bags will be refunded 
to the manufacturer who actually turns the cotton fabric into large sized bags “ 
certain specifications. The certificate, signed July 7, has been sent to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

On June 12, Secretary Wallace signed a certificate as a result of which the ta 
on cotton used in making large sized cotton bags was to be abated or refunded. 

Since that date, however, Section 15(a) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, under 
which the cotton bag certificate was made, has been amended (Public Number 47%, 
approved June 26) to provide that the Secretary of Agriculture shall specify whether 
the processing tax shall be suspended or refunded, and if to be refunded, the persd 
to whom the refund shall be made. Under this amendment, the Secretary’s suppleme 
tal certificate specifies that any tax paid with respect to cotton fabric used in th 
manufacture of large sized cotton bags shall be refunded to the manufacturer of th 
bag.

PROCESSING TAX ON CERTAIN OILS (T.D. 4443) 


PROCESSING TAX ON CERTAIN OILS—SECTION 602%, REVENUE ACT OF 1934 
EXTENSION OF TIME FOR FILING RETURNS AND PAYING TAX FOR THE 
PERIOD MAY 10 to 31, 1934 


Subsection (b) of Section 602% of the Revenue Act of 1934, relating to the proc. 
essing tax on certain oils, provides: 

(b) Each processor required to pay the tax imposed by this section shall make 
monthly returns under oath in duplicate and pay the tax to the collector of interna) 
revenue for the district in which is located his principal place of business, or if he has 
no principal place of business in the United States, then to the collector of interna] 
revenue at Baltimore, Maryland. Such returns shall contain such information and be 
made at such times and in such manner as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may by regulations prescribe. The tay 
shall. without assessment by the Commissioner or notice from the collector, be due and 
payable to the collector at the time so tixed for filing the return. If the tax is not paid 
when due, there shall be added as part of the tax interest at the rate of 1 per centun 
per month from the time the tax became due until paid. 


Every person required to pay the processing tax on certain oils, imposed under 
Section 602% (a) of the Revenue Act of 1934, must make a return under oath, in 
duplicate, on form 932 for each calendar month, in accordance with the instructions 
printed on the back of that form. Such return, accompanied with the tax, must be 
filed with the collector for the district in which is located the principal place of 
business of the taxpayer (or if he has no principal place of business in the United 
States, with the collector at Baltimore, Md., on or before the last day of the month 
following that for which such return is made. 


Returns and tax payments for the period May 10, 1934, to May 31, 1934, inclusive, 
will be accepted as timely made, without the assertion of 25 per centum penalty or of 
interest, if received by the collector or his authorized representative on or before July 
31, 1934. 


CANCELLATION OF BOND 


Cancellation of bonds filed by manufacturers or producers of lubricating oil, pro- 
ducers or importers of gasoline, and purchasers and producers of crude petroleum. 


Any bond filed on Treasury Department form 928 by a manufacturer or producer 
of lubricating oil or by a producer or importer of gasoline, or on Treasury Department 
form 929 by a purchaser or producer of crude petroleum, may be accepted with a 
cancellation clause incorporated therein, or annexed thereto, if such clause provides 
that: 


Any surety on the bond may at any time notify the principal and the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue that he desires after a date named, which shall be at least 60 days 
after the receipt of notification by the Commissioner, to be relieved of liability under 
said bond. If such notice is not thereafter in writing withdrawn, the rights of the prin- 
cipal as supported by said bond shall be terminated on the date named in the notice 
(unless supported by other bond or bonds), and the surety shall be relieved from liability 
under said bond for any acts done wholly subsequent to said date. The surety shall, 
however, remain liable for any unpaid tax liability incurred by the principal before the 
effective moment of cancellation, in addition to the appropriate penalties and_ interest, 
unless the principal pays such tax and appropriate penalties and interest. Said notice 
may not be given by an agent of the surety, unless it is accompanied by power of 
attorney duly executed by the surety authorizing the agent to give such notice or by 4 
verified statement that such power of attorney is on file with the Treasury Department 


Where the cancellation clause is contained in a document to be affixed to, or as 
sociated with, Treasury Department form 928 or 929 referred to above, such cancella- 
tion clause must be duly executed by the principal and surety in the same manner 4 
the bond to which it pertains,

DISTILLED SPIRITS BOTTLE STRIPS 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue recently issued a letter of instructions to Collec- 
tors in reference to the purchase of red strip stamps, we quote below that which is of 
interest to importers: 

“Collectors of Internal Revenue are also instructed to refrain from selling any red 
strip stamps to a person withdrawing or intending to withdraw imported distilled spirits 
or spirituous liquors from customs custody unless the requisition for such stamps, Form

28, filled out by such person bears the approval of the appropriate Collector of Customs. 
Requisition for stamps when presented by the person withdrawing the spirits or liquor 
to the Collector of Customs for approval shall specify the number and date of the import 
entry covering the spirits for which the stamps are to be used, and the total number of 
pottles (or wine gallons if the spirits are in bulk) covered by the entry, in order to 
enable the Collector of Customs to determine whether or not the requisition should be 
approved. Collectors of Internal Revenue shall not sell stamps for any importation of 
spirits in excess of the total number of bottles covered by the entry, or the total number 
of bottles necessary to bottle the shipment if in bulk. 

“Purchasers of red strip stamps should not send their remittances in payment for 
such stamps to either the Acting District Supervisor, Alcohol Tax Unit, or the Collector 
of Customs. They should first secure the approval of the appropriate officer (Acting 
District Supervisor or Collector of Customs as the case may be) to the Form 428 either 
by mail or by calling at his office personally, after which the approved form, together 
with the remittance to cover the value of the stamps, will be submitted by the purchaser 
to the appropriate Collector of Internal Revenue.” 


EXPORT REFUND CLAIMS 


Complaints have reached the Bureau of Internal Revenue in Washington as to delay 
in payment of export refund claims under the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
Commissioner Helvering said that “The amount of export refund claims on hand 


|in the Bureau on July 1, 1934, was only $6,275,238.75 involving but 17,480 claims.” 


He pointed out that when export refund claims were filed in the first instance, as many 
as 85 per cent were deficient in some particular, resulting in the necessity of correspond- 
ing with the claimant. As taxpayers become more familiar with what is required of 
them in properly presenting their claims for refund, the percentage of incomplete 
caims is being gradually reduced. 

Before any export refund claim can be allowed it is essential that the following 
information be furnished by the claimant: 

(1) Evidence that the tax with respect to the articles exported has actually been 
paid to the Government, the name and address of the person who paid it, and the Collector 


of Internal Revenue to whom it was paid. 
2) The kind of tax that has been paid, that is, whether floor tax, processing tax 


or compensating tax. 

(3) If refund of processing tax is claimed, the month and year of processing. This 
s particularly true in the case of hogs, where the rate of refund is dependent upon the 
month in which the processing occurred, since the rate of tax was increased December 
1, 19338, further increased February 1, 1934. and again increased March 1, 1934 

(4) In the case of claims for taxes paid with respect to cotton, the date of exportation 
must be shown, since there was a change of conversion factors on December 1, 1933. 

(5) Articles exported must be properly classified since the amount which may be 
refunded is based on the conversion factors established by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

(6) Where claims are accompanied by bills of lading in which the name of the 
consignor is different from that of the claimant, and the exporter has reserved the 
right to refund, the bill of lading should bear proper waiver by the consignor inasmuch 
as the consignor named in the bill of lading is presumably the exporter and entitled 
to the refund. 

(7) Exporters should be careful to show on the application for inspection, the 
Collector of Internal Revenue with whom they intend to file claim for refund, otherwise 
the Collector of Customs will not know to which Collector of Internal Revenue to send 


the certified copy. 

The Commissioner explained that the adjustment of claims has been retarded to 
some extent on account of the granting of extensions of time for payment of taxes, 
since claims for refund cannot be allowed until the tax has been paid. Several claims 
treeently examined have disclosed that the processor, on account of having obtained an 
extension of time for the payment of processing taxes, has not paid the tax with 
respect to which the exporter has filed claim for refund. This situation may become 
more acute in cases where processors may be granted a maximum of 180 days within 
which to pay the tax, as authorized by the Act approved June 26, 1934. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue has set up within the Processing Tax Division 
a separate organization to handle the claims for refund of processing taxes with a 
tubstantial increase in personnel. Forms on which claims for refund are filed have 
been revised with a view to simplification, which should materially reduce the cor- 
tespondence. With this action on the part of the Bureau, and with the cooperation of 
the claimants themselves, the work of adjusting claims is being greatly expedited.
